General Staff Studies 
Army Reorganization 


The War Department General Staff has 
begun what is probably the most com 
prehensive and far reaching study of the 
organization and equipment of — the 
United States Army ever undertaken. 

As a result it is quite likely that ree 
ommendations will be made for changes 
in the triangular division (perhaps the 
standardization of Infantry divisions by 
elimination of the old square division) 


and the reorganization of many of the 
smaller units. 
The General Staff is now engaged in 


the preliminary stage—that of the collec 
tion of information. The maneuver sea 
nearing an end with the GIHQ 


son, How 
exercises in the Carolinas, has been the 
largest in the history of the Army and 


it is to the reports from the participants 
and official observers that the Staff will 
look for its basic information. Reports 
on foreign Armies, particularly confi 
dential information reportedly supplied 
by the British, will be weighed with a 
view to correlating it with our own data 
and applying it to our specific needs 
Every type of weapon, its employment, 
effectiveness, ete., will be studied. In a 
like manner regiments and companies of 
the various arms and services will be in 


vestigated. Any excess strength of per 
sonnel will be shorn off, and any unit 
found lacking will be strengthened. Mo 


hility and effectiveness of every unit will

Nat. Gd. Longevity Pay 

Warned by the Comptroller General 
that there are numerous instances of Na 
tional Guard enlisted men receiving lon 
gevity pay to which they are not legally 
entitled, the War Department this week 
directed commanding oflicers to verify all 
such accounts and to enter stoppages of 
pay in such cases. 

Under existing law, National Guard en 
listed men can count only active Federal 
service for longevity purposes 

In a circular sent to the field, the War 
Department states : 

“1, The General Accounting Office has called 
attention to the fact that in numerous cases 
longevity increases are being paid to enlisted 
men of the National Guard inducted into the 


Federal service based on prior National 
Guard service when not in the active service 
of the United States, which service may not 
be counted for longevity pay purposes (par 
2h, AR 35-2260)

to insure that only active Federal service is

Senate Opens Pay Bill 
Hearings on Monday 


Public hearings on the proposed inter 
departmental pay bill will be started on 
Monday morning, 17 November, by a spe 
cial Senate subcommittee, it was) an 
nounced this week by Senator MKdwin ¢ 
Johnson, of subcommittee 
chairman and the bill under 
consideration 

At the same time Johnson 
stated that he had received word from 
the Secretary of the Navy that he favored 
the proposed pay act. The Secretary's 
comments were not forwarded through 
the Bureau of the Budget, normal clear 
ing house between the executive depart 
ments and Congress 

It will be recalled that Secretary of 
War Stimson also transmitted the draft 
of the proposed legislation and a letter 
expressing his approval of the proposal 
directly to the committee, calling atten 
tion to the fact that the “in view of the 
desire of your committee that the report 
be presented promptly, it has not been 
submitted to the Bureau of the Budget, 
It should be understood, therefore, that 
it involves no commitment whatever as 
to its relationship to the program of the 
President.”

gill be changed accordingly. 

While it is not yet known what changes 
will be made in the Army, many believe 
that the following will be considered and 
possibly adopted : 

Elimination of the 50 calibre machine 
gun as the battalion anti-tank gun. 

Incorporation of an “assault artil- 
jery” in the Infantry regiment similar 
to the German version. 

Motorization of the divisions along 
the lines of the 4th Motorized Division 
which has been under experiment for 
some time. 


Placing parachute and _  air-borne 
troops under the Air Support Com- 
mands. 


Increasing the size and fire-power of 
the current Army triangular division. 
The 50 calibre machine gun has been 

known to be ineffective as an anti-tank 
eun, and for some time it has been real- 
ed that this gun will be replaced by a 
heavier and improved weapon. However, 
the tables of equipment still list this gun 
as the battalion anti-tank weapon. It is 
believed that the 37 mm. gun will be rec- 
ommended to replace it. 

The War Department has been im- 
pressed with the results of the German 
“assault artillery” which has been used 
freely by the Germans in virtually all 
their operations. This “assault artillery” 
is composed of T5mm, 105mm and 150mm 
guns, and is an integral part of the infan- 
try regiments. It is under the command 
of the Infantry regimental comamnder 
wd is used for blasting any resistance 
that the regiment might meet with. 

As to motorizing existing Army divi- 
sions, it was believed by officers that all 
current divisions will eventually be mo- 
terized. The 4th Motorized division has 
been under test at Ft. Benning, Ga., for 
some time. As a result of these tests the 
future form of motorized division may be 
determined in this study. 

The Provisional Parachute Group was 
formed as an experimental unit. It was 
placed under the Infantry for training, 
but the General Staff has kept in close 
contact with this new organization and 
has put it through various experiments. 
It is now believed that these experiments 
ire near an end and the Group will be 
established as a part of the Air Support 
Command. The air-borne battalion, how- 
ever, is just beginning but officers feel that 
its most natural place would be under the 
Air Support Command. 

Some field commanders who took part 
in the Texas-Louisiana maneuvers stated 
that they believed that the Army’s new 
triangular division is too weak and that 
lefore they can be modeled to reach their 
freak efficiency they will have to be in- 
creased in size. It is reported that the 
new divisions lack staying power; that 
they are effective for a short time, but as 
fatigue and casualties mount, that they 
soon loose their effectiveness.

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General Observes Armistice Day 


The twenty-third anniversary of the 
signing of the Armistice that ended 
World War I, found General John J. 
Pershing, General of the Armies of the 
United States, and leader of the vic- 
torious American forées in France, con- 
ferring with General George C. Marshall, 
Chief of Staff, who is organizing another 
American Army for another world crisis. 

General Marshall was the only visitor 
received by General Pershing on that day 
and their meeting must have been most 
interesting, for it is reported that the 
discussion ranged from a recollection of 
the stupendous tasks which confronted 
the Army of the United States in 1917 
and 1918 and a review of today’s prob- 
lems and the methods by which they are 
being solved. 

In his valuable historical work, “My 
Experiences in the World War,” Gen- 
eral Pershing describes many of the prob- 
lems that faced him in those perilous 
days, The pressure put upon General 
Pershing by the British and French to 
use American soldiers to fill out their or- 
ganizations was met firmly by his de- 
termination to build a distinctive Ameri- 
ean Army. “A definite proposal that our 
men should be drafted into the British 
Army was pressed by the military repre- 
sentative with the British Mission,” Gen- 
eral Pershing wrote, adding that the 
French proposed that we send 80,000 men 
to perform various kinds of work. “I was 
decidedly against our becoming a recruit- 
ing ageney for either the French or 
British,””’ General Pershing said. 

Also interesting to recall today fs Gen- 
eral Pershing’s analysis of the effect of 
aerial hombardment upon London. After 
describing the reaction of King George 
to the bombings, the General wrote, “If 
the resentment of King George at the air 
raids over London reflected the feelings 
of his people, then the German Govern- 
ment made a very serious blunder in 
carrying on this hideous form of warfare 
against the nnarmed masses, of whom the 
greater part were women and children. 
There is no doubt that these attacks 
served to strengthen British determina- 
tion to fight to the last man.” 

Particularly apropos to today’s world 
problem is the stand taken by General 
Pershing at the time an Armistice was 
proposed. In a letter to the Allied Su 
preme War Council, General Pershing 
said, in part: 

“Germany's morale is undoubtedly low, 
her Allies have deserted her one by one 
and she can no longer hope to win. There- 
fore we should take full advantage of the 
situation and continue the offensive until 
we compel her unconditional surrender. 

“An Armistice would revivify the low 
spirits of the German Army and enable 
it to reorganize and resist later on, and 
would deprive the Allies of the full 
measure of victory by failing to press 
their present advantage to its complete 
military end. 

“T helieve the complete victory can only 
be obtained by continuing the war until 
we force unconditional surrender from 
Germany, but if the Allied Governments 
decide to grant an armistice the terms 
should be so rigid that under no circum 
stances could Germany again take up 
arms.”

Curtail Army Reserve 
Commissions 


New policies relating to appointments 
in the Army of the United States were 
promulgated by the War Department this 
week. The new policy states: 

“1. Effective at once, except as speci- 
fled below, all persons commissioned as 
officers during the present emergency will 
be appointed in the Army of the United 
States under the provisions of Public Law 
No, 252, 77th Congress, approved Septem- 
ber 22, 1941: 

“a. Qualified applicants selected 
pointment in the Regular Army. 

“b. Members of the graduating classes of 
the Senior Division of the Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps who qualify under current 
War Department regulations and instruc- 
tions for appointment in the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps. 

“ce. Qualifled graduates of Junior Units, 
teserve Officers’ Training Corps, established 
at essentially military schools, who are 
twenty-one years of age at time of graduation 
and qualified graduates of such units hold- 
ing certificates for appointment as Reserve 
officers, who present such certificates within 
six months after the time they reach the age 
of twenty-one years. 

“d. Members of the graduating classes of 
Aviation Cadets who, upon graduation, are 
recommended for appointment as Reserve 
officers, 

“2 All applications for appointment in 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps now being 
processed, or that may be received in the 
future, that are not in conformity with 
the above, will be considered as applica- 
tions for appointment in the Army of the 
United States under the provisions of 
Public Law No, 252, 77th Congress, ap- 
proved September 22, 1941.” 

The above policy supercedes the pre- 
vious one, which was reported in last 
week’s ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL. 


Sponsor For USS Whale 

Secretary of the Navy Knox has desig- 
nated Mrs. Andrew D. Denney, wife of 
Capt. Andrew D. Denney, U. 8. Navy, of- 
fice of the Captain of the Yard, Navy 
Yard.

Army Volunteers for Iceland 


In spite of an intensive recruiting cam- 
paign, the Army still has to meet the 
necessity for 10, men to relieve the 
United States Marines and British sol- 
diers in Iceland, Gen. George C. Marshall, 
Chief of Staff, announced this week. 

General Marshall’s statement, issued 
after a number of newspapers had 
printed articles concerning a recruitment 
program for overseas service, read as 
follows: 

“This morning’s papers carry reports 
that the War Department is conducting 
a recruiting campaign for three-year en- 
listments for overseas service. Several 
of these articles are calculated to give 
the impression that we are engaged in 
building up an expeditionary force, and 
one paper I understand has already taken 
us to Africa, 


“During the past year the War Depart- 
ment has been working to increase the 
number of volunteers, or three-year men 
to meet the increased requirements for 
the present overseas garrisons, such as 
Panama, Hawaii, and the new Atlantic 
Bases; also to supply the large numbers 
required for Air Corps units, together 
with a sufficient percentage of long ser- 
vice men to give stability to the Regular 
organizations in the United States, par- 
ticularly the technical armored corps. 

“In addition, the Army has been en- 
deavoring to provide the necessary num- 
bers of volunteers to carry out the Presi- 
dent’s announced policy of relieving the 
Marines in Iceland and the elements of 
the British Army stationed there. The 
recruiting campaign to secure men for 
the Iceland command was initiated last 
August at Camp Custer among the units 
of the Fifth Division. We still have to 
meet the necessity for 10,000 men for this 
purpose. 

“The War Department has also felt 
that it was highly desirable to have at 
least one division out of the thirty-four 
divisions of the Army, the First Division, 
100% volunteers, in order that it could 
be placed on an equal footing with the 
Marine division with which it has been 
training for some months in a provisional 
corps. 

“To summarize, these requirements 
amount to 36,000 volunteers a month, of 
which 25,000 are required for the Air 
Corps alone. The recruiting necessary 
for these normal and well known pur- 
poses evidently gave rise to the articles 
which appeared in the papers this morn- 
ing. In this connection approximately 
25,000 men volunteered in October, which 
is 9,000 short of the monthly number re- 
quired. 

“There is no foundation whatsoever 
for the allegation or rumor that we are 
preparing troops for a possible expedi- 
tion to Africa or other critical area out- 
side this hemisphere.”

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General Lear Delivers Address 


“We may arm our men with finest im- 
plements; we may train them in camps 
and on maneuvers; but unless we arm the 
spirits of our soldiers and endow their 
purpose with the willingness of self-sacri- 
fice,” said Lt. Gen. Ben Lear, commanding 
general, Second Army, before the Chi- 
cago Union League Club this week, “we 
will not have a great Army except in 
size, we will not have a confident, proud 
ond aggressive force of men determined 
to wrest the initiative away from any 
enemy, however vigorous and stubborn.” 

General Lear, In his address, outlined 
the development of the Army during the 
past year, pointing out that whereas there 
were at this time last year only 68,000 
infantrymen, there are today “24 infan- 
try divisions with 345,000 men.” General 
Lear told of similar increases in the va- 
rious arms and explained that food, cloth- 
ing and housing facilities had to be ex- 
panded to take care of the new Army 
population. 

Praising the spirit of troops on ma- 
neuvers, General Lear said, “We cannot 
be a nation of many leaders and a Babel 
of voices and face the enemy whose 
course of action is directed against the 
welfare and future security of our na- 
tion.” General Lear stated again that the 
morale of the Army can be no higher than 
that of the people. He called upon the 
leading citizens, politicians, industrial 
leaders, labor leaders, and members of the 
press to help the Army in its task of 
training the new Army. 





“Protective Concealment” 


Vrotection of large Army installations 
such as airdromes, base camps or canton- 
ments, factories, warehouses, storage 
tanks and similar vital establishments is 
the subject of a recent War Department 
training circular, which states that de- 
fense against aerial bombing is the ma- 
jor consideration in the protection of these 
installations. 

The training circular points out that 
“protective concealment against air bomb- 
ing need be effective against direct air- 
plane observation only.” It is explained 
that any work which breaks up the 
recognizable outline of the target or per- 
mits it to blend reasonably well with the 
surrounding area will be of value in de- 
ceiving the bombardier’s vision and reduc- 
ing the efliciency of his bombnig. 

According to the training circular, the 
concealment of existing large installations 
can be achieved by two methods, confu- 
sion and blending. The methods are then 
explained as follows: 

“In concealing by confusion, the camoufleur 
attempts to create an optical illusion which 
will mislead the observer. The nature of the 
camouflage installation required for such an 
effect will vary with the situation. In some 
cases a relatively simple installation will be 
sufficient; in others an elaborate lay-out in- 
volving simulated buildings, roads, and ter- 
rain features may be required, In all cases 
the actual objective, where possible, is 
blended into the surroundings. Another type 
of camouflage by confusion is the so called 
‘dazzle’ painting used during the first World 
War to some extent. This type of camouflage 
attempts to create an illusion of false shapes, 
apparent motion, or some similar effect. The 
only possible appropriate use for this type 
of painting is on a moving object. The use 
of disruptive or confusing painting on large 
objects introduces patterns which are not 
common in the area and colors which do not 
look natural and thus tends to attract atten- 
tion rather than conceal, This type of camou- 
flage is of extremely limited use. 

“Camouflage by blending is the logical 
method for reducing visibility. An object is 
treated to give it a pattern which is common 
to the landscape. For example, in a country 
covered with sand and clumps of brush, a 
dark green and light tan pattern with black 
imitation shadows would be effective in re- 
ducing the visibility of the object to the 
aerial observer. The principle of blending is 
used with the artillery flat top where an 
opaque object is put over the gun to hide it, 
and this flat top blended into the surround- 
ing terrain by gradually thinning the gar- 
nishing of the net toward the edges.” 

By way of conclusion, the training let- 
ter says that “concealment of large and 
important military objectives is a problem 
beginning with selection of the site and 
continuing as long as the installation is 





used, It can be maintanied only by strict 
camouflage discipline.” 


Rank for Chief of Chaplains 


With approval by the Senate this week, 
only the signature of the President is now 
necessary to authorize rank and pay of 
brigadier general for the Chief of Army 
Chaplains during the term of the national 
emergency. 

The bill, H. R. 5356, originally setting 
up a Chaplains Corps with a major gen- 
eral as Chief of Chaplains, was amended 
at the suggestion of the War Department 
to provide the rank of brigadier general 
end was passed by the House in that form. 

As approved by both houses, the bill 
provides, “That during the unlimited na- 
tional emergency declared by the Presi- 
dent on 27 May 1941, and for six months 
after the termination thereof, the Chief 
of Chaplains shall be entitled to hold the 
temporary rank of brigadier general, and 
shall receive the pay and allowances of a 
brigadier general while serving in such 
grade.” 





Secretary Praises Red Cross 


Speaking during the American Red 
Cross Rol! Call radio program this week, 
Secretary of War Henry L. Stimson said, 
“All Americans cherish the life, health, 
and happiness of our troops.” Secretary 
Stimson added, “We encourage whole- 
heartedly the Red Cross program for 
serving these men who are serving our 
nation. By answering the roll call of the 
American Red Cross,” he pointed out, “we 
demonstrate not only our humanity but 
also our faith in the soldiers of our coun- 
try.” 

Secretary Stimson’s speech, broadcast 
over all the major networks, was made in 
conjunction with the dedication of the 
hospital recreation building at Ft. Mon- 
mouth, N. J., first of 65 similar buildings 
to be staffed and operated by the Red 
Cross. 


QM Unit Transferred 

The War Department announced this 
week that the 21st Quartermaster Car 
Company, minus the 2nd, 3rd, and 4th 
platoons, will be transferred from Cap 
Bowie, Tex., to Ft. Sam Houston, Tex. A 
Quartermaster car company furnishes 
transportation for Army Corps and Field 
Armies. 








Army Air Generals 

For the purpose of distinguishing flags 
and dress uniforms, no distinction will be 
made between general officers appointed 
from officers of the Army Air Forces and 
those appointed from other combatant 
arms, the War Department announced 
this week. 


Christmas Holidays 
Routine troop movements involving 
change of stations will be suspended from 
12 Dec. 1941, to 12 January 1942, so that 
the maximum number of soldiers may 
take advantage of Christmas furloughs. 








Five More Camps 

Authorization of 5 more permanent- 
type United States Army Recreational 
Camps, increasing the total to 44, was an- 
nounced this week by the War Depart- 
ment. Four of the camps will be new. 

The locations and their capacities fol- 
low : Seattle, Wash., 1,000 ; Houston, Tex., 
500; Atlanta, Ga. (colored), 500, and 
Pismo Beach, Calif. (approximately 14 
miles southwest of San Luis Obispo), 500. 

The fifth site is at Camp Ritchie, Md., 
where present facilities for 1,000 will be 
used as a seasonal camp during warm 
weather. It will not be opened for use 
this winter. 





Soldier Doe 

The average enlisted soldier in the 
Army, according to the Quartermaster 
Corps, is 5 feet 8 inches tall, wears a 914-D 
shoe, a size 7 hat, and has a 31-inch waist- 
line. His chest measurement is 33% 
inches and he weighs 144 pounds. It costs 
about $175 a year to feed him, and his in- 
itial clothing allowance amounts. to 
$107.89. 





Education in Second Army 


Memphis, Tenn.—Lt. Gen. Ben Lear has 
announced a far-reaching educational pro- 
gram for the 125,000 officers and enlisted 
men of the Second Army designed to en- 
sure that, if ever they are called upon to 
fight a foreign foe, they will know what 
they are fighting for. 

The Second Army Commanding General 
declared that “far too many soldiers con- 
sider that they are in service only ‘because 
the government ordered it’.” 

“The urgent questions of state that have 
influenced their lives are but dimly under- 
stood by some soldiers, if understood at 
all. Their education has failed to provide 
them with the sense of a bond, a link be- 
tween them and other young Americans 
of past generations who, from time to 
time, have been called upon to serve their 
nation and risk their lives on battlefields.” 

This condition, he said, is a challenge 
to the Second Army. Success in changing 
it, was pointed out, would aid in improv- 
ing discipline and progress in training. 
Thus, General Lear ordered the first edu- 
cational program of its sort ever intro- 
duced in one of the U. 8S. armies. 

The educational program—a part of the 
regular training—will include: 

1, Geography and the rudiments of inter- 
national trade as affecting this nation. 

2. History of the United States and the 
meaning of the Monroe Doctrine. This will 
include highlights of American history, the 
importance of the United States as an arbiter 
in world affairs, and will lead up to the 
present emergency. 

3. The Constitution and the background of 
man’s struggle for liberty. This phase will 
give the historical background of democracy, 
with particular emphasis on the growth of 
constitutional government. It is designed to 
bring home to the soldier the personal mean- 
ing of the guarantees of the Constitution and 
the soldier’s responsibility towards the main- 
tenance of that bulwark of free men, 

4, Contrasting political systems—a discus- 
sion on Nazi, Fascist, and Communist politi- 
cal states in contrast to the American way. 

5. The present world crisis—a summary of 
conditions and events that led up to World 
War II, the present status, the position of 
the United States, 

The program will cover a three-month 
period and be administered by especially- 
selected officers to men of their units in 
the forms of lectures and discussions. 

In addition to the five-point educational 
program, the organization of the Army, 
its arms, branches and services also will 
be studied by officers and men at the same 
time. Twelve lectures in this course will 
cover: 

Perspective of the nature, extent and im- 
portance of the Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps. 

Perspective of the duties of the soldier from 
those of a private to those of a field general. 

What staff work means and how it oper- 
ates, 

The air forces. 

Studies of German battles and methods of the 
present World War. 

Highlights and great events in American 
military and naval history.

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Transfer Navy, Marine 
Enlistments 


Legislation authorizing enlisted men of 
the Naval and Marine Corps Reserves to 
transfer to the Regular Navy and Marine 
Corps was passed this week by the 
Senate. 

The bill, H. R. 5464, is to permit those 
men who were unable to enlist in the Reg- 
ular Service at the beginning of the 
emergency, 8 Sept. 1939, because of lack 
of vacancies, and who therefore enlisted 
in the Reserves, to transfer their enlist- 
ment without having their pay reduced 
for the first four months of service to the 
$21 prescribed by the Selective Service 
Act. 

An amendment to the bill added by the 
Senate Naval Committee would require 
men of the Marine Corps Reserve who 
transfer to obligate themselves to serve 
four years from date of original enlist- 
ment in the Reserve, 





Delay Decorations Bill 

Legislation, S. 1850, which would 
authorize a number of officers and men of 
the Navy and Marine Corps to accept for- 
eign decorations tendered to them by na- 
tions of the Western Hemisphere other 
than Canada, was called up by the Senate 
for consideration this week, but was ob- 
jected to and was returned to the calendar 
for future consideration. 





Sponsor for USS Whale 

Secretary of the Navy Knox has desig- 
nated Mrs. Andrew D. Denney, wife of 
Capt. Andrew D. Denney, USN, Office of 
the Captain of the Yard, Navy Yard, Mare 
Island, Calif., as sponsor for the US 
Whale, a submarine. The USS Whale is 
scheduled to be launched at the Navy 
Yard, Mare Isiand, Calif., on 14 March 
1942, 
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Iceland Operating Base 


Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox an- 
nounced this week the establishment of 
the Naval Operating Base, Iceland, as a 
part of the command of the commander- 
in-chief, U. 8, Atlantic Fleet, for admin- 
istrative and task purposes. 

This command includes all United 
States naval shore activities, United 
States navul local defense forces and dis- 
trict naval craft and any additional units 
as may be assigned by the Atlantic fleet. 

Rear Adm. James L. Kauffman, USN, 
one of the young officers of his rank, has 
been ordered as commandant of the base. 
He was serving as Commander Destroyer 
Equadron Seven when selected for pro- 
motion to the grade of rear-admiral in 
December 1940. Normally, he will be the 
senior naval officer in that theatre and, 
as commandant both for administrative 
and task purposes, he will take an im- 
portant role in the organization of the 
Atlantic fleet which has the responsibility 
of overcoming the Nazi submarine men- 
ace in the North Atlantic waters between 
the British Isles, Iceland, Greenland and 
North America. 

Rear Admiral Kauffman is particularly 
well fitted for the assignment as com- 
mandant of the operating base, as may 
be noted from his citation for the Navy 
Cross received by him for World War 
Service. It reads: 

“For distinguished service in the line of 
his profession as Commanding Officer of the 
USS Jenkins, engaged in the exacting and 
hazardous duty of patrolling the waters in- 
fested with enemy submarines and mines 
and escorting and protecting convoys of 
troops and supplies.” 

Briefly, an operating base is a theatre 
where units of a fleet may obtain supplies 
of fuel and stores and where they can be 
docked and repaired; thereby enabling 
them to remain in readiness for sea. It 
includes the headquarters of the com- 
mandant, strategically located with re- 
spect to services which it will perform 
for the fleet. 

The two most important bases in Eu- 
ropean waters which served the escorts 
of United States Navy during the World 
War were Queenstown, Ireland, and 
Brest, France. The former was under the 
command of Admiral Lewis Bayly of the 
Royal Navy, the latter under Adm. II. B. 
Wilson, USN. As a commanding officer 
of a destroyer in these waters Admiral 
Kauffman gained extensive experience 
which will prove invaluable in setting up 
the new organization, 

His naval service included three other 
teurs of duty which will have a special 
bearing on his solution of the present 
problems. He served at the Experimental 
Station at the Naval Academy and in the 
Bureau of Engineering where he became 
conversant with the material problems of 
preparing and maintaining the fleets. His 
tour of duty as Aide and Flag Secretary, 
Staff, Commander-in-Chief, Battle Fleet, 
from June, 1923, to October, 1925, and 
later Aide and Flag Secretary on the 
Staff of Commander-in-Chief, U. 8. Fleet 
until September 1925, brought him in 
close contact with the operational prob- 
lems of large numbers of the units of the 
fleets. 

It is assumed that the armed forces 
now in the Iceland theatre include British 
units and units of the United States 
Army and Marine Corps. One of the out- 
standing duties of Admiral Kauffman will 
be to cooperate with the Government of 
Iceland and the other armed forces to in- 
sure the defense of the theatre and the 
safety of convoys passing through the wa- 
ters under his jurisdiction. The routing 
of convoys to avoid, not only the Nazi 
submarine packs but individual subma- 
rines, should be facilitated by having a 
high ranking naval officer at the scene of 
action. 

The announcement of the Secretary of 
the Navy Knox did not state who was to 
be the immediate senior of the new com- 
mandant. However, it seems likely he 
will be directly under Admiral E. J. King, 
commander-in-chief, United States At- 
lantic fleet. 

Bases are in a sense equivalent to ships 
and the rapid development of Iceland as 








a base will automatically increase the 
availability of units—surface, sub-sur- 
face and air—for patrol and escort duties, 
The existing facilities in the Iceland the- 
atre, prior to the occupation by British 
and United States forces, were extremely 
limited. Their development should be pro- 
ceeding at a very rapid rate. 

The United States Navy has concen- 
trated on mobile facilities for use in ad- 
vancing the fleets to meet the enemy 
wherever they may be. Tenders, fuel and 
supply ships, transports, floating dry- 
docks, floating cranes, machine shop 
barges, ete., which are recognized as es- 
sential to the operations of the United 
States fleets are doubtless being rushed 
to the new base. 

The establishment of the Operating 
Base in Iceland and the taking over of the 
Coast Guard by the Navy are distinctly 
“aggressive moves to mobilize the sea 
power of the United States for the pur- 
pose of protecting shipping enroute to 
Great Britain and her allies. They 
should result in efficiency of the Atlantic 
leet operations.

Land for Marine Base 

Legislation to permit transfer of about 
465 acres of land in the Croatan National 
Forest, in North Carolina, from the De- 
partment of Agriculture to the Navy De- 
partment to permit construction of a Ma- 
rine Corps Air base was requested of Con- 
gress this week by Secretary Knox. 

Mr. Knox pointed out that the legisla- 
tion had the approval of the Budget 
Bureau and the Department of Agricul- 
ture. He pointed out further that, under 
Congressional authorization, he had 
selected for acquisition 7582.2 acres of 
land in Craven County, N. C., for estab- 
lishment of a Marine Air base at Cherry 
Point, near Neuse River, N. C. This land 
would be in addition to the 465 acres con- 
tained in the forest reservation, 





Navy Asks Flight Ration 


Legislation to authorize issuance of an 
“aircraft flight ration” to officers, enlisted 
men and civilian employees of the Navy 
and Marine Corps was asked of Congress 
this week by the Navy Department. 

The ration would be an actual issue of 
food, supplementary to normal rations, 
for use of crews of planes. The allowance 
is estimated to cost $98,700 per annum, 
on the basis of present personnel, and 
would enable crews to be better and more 
expeditiously fed, at the same time greatly 
reducing the cumbersome accounting pro- 
cedures now necessary. 





Navy Defense Vessels 

The Senate this week passed and sent 
te the President legislation, H. R, 5783, 
authorizing acquisition or purchase of not 
to exceed 400 small craft for use as local 
defense vessels by the Navy.

Sign Aviation Pilot Bill

HETHER the movement for an upward revision of Service pay schedules— 
WwW: auspiciously started in the Senate and so ably carried forward by the 
Interdepartmental Pay Committee—is to bear fruit, would now seem to depend 
upon the character of the recommendation the Administration, through the Bureau 
of the Budget, will make. Senator Edwin C. Johnson, sponsor of the pay bill and 
chairman of the subcommittee in charge of it, announces he will press for action, 
as soon as he has the reports from the Secretaries of the Executive Departments 
concerned, Secretary Stimson already has signified his personal concurrence, but is 
withholding official approval until he has gotten the assent of the Bureau of the Bud- 
get. The Bureau of the Budget now has the matter under advisement, which means, 
of course, that it is awaiting word from the White House, In view of the increased 
costs, the rising pay scales in all other lines of endeavor, and the important in- 
fluence this measure of fairness would have upon morale, we urge the President to 
permit the Bureau of the Budget to write the words: “This measure is in accord 
with the President's financial program.” 


BSERVERS have little doubt but that the study the General Staff is making 
O will result in recommendations for strengthening the triangular division. 
The present triangular division has a total personnel strength of 15,245, as against 
more than 17,000 for the older square division and 28,000 for the World War 
Division. Fach restudy of the triangular organization has resulted in increasing its 
strength. Originally it was organized with about 9,000 men, later going to 12,000 
then, 14,000, and since to its present figure. The stress on streamlining and mobility 
has been the factor which has kept the strength at the lowest possible point, but 
field tests apparently are demonstrating what experts knew, that too light a division 
can not withstand the casualties and fatigue of modern fast war and continue to 
“take it.”

The Navy Yard there has, 
throughout the history of the nation, played a great part in our sea defenses. In its 
first issue, 29 August 1863, the Army ANbp Navy JourNAL recorded that the work 
done at that station since the outbreak of the Civil War “seems almost incredible,” 
and listed 25 vessels under repair there at the time, Similarly, during the War with 
Spain, the World War, and today the Yard, the Borough of Brooklyn, and the Zagle 
are making their contributions to the defense of the Nation. The Army, too, has 
close ties with Brooklyn and the Daily Eagle, for Ft. Hamilton, originally a Coast 
Artillery post but later, and for many years, the home of the 18th Infantry, grew 
up as an integral part of the city. Likewise, the Marine Corps and the Coast Guard 
know and like Brooklyn and its Daily Eagle. So, it is with affection that the ser- 
vices salute the HVagle on its anniversary and extend best wishes for continued 
success.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 











Foreign Affairs—In his Armistice Day speech, President Roosevelt solemnly warned 
of the danger facing the country, which, he holds, is as terrible as that of World 
War I. He declared the imprisoned peoples of Europe know the answer to the question 
of what a former victory of freedom against tyranny is worth. He significantly 
omitted any reference to China in the list of Nations under the heel of a 
military machine. Under Secretary of State Welles described Hitler as a sinister and 
pitiless conquerer, who has reduced more than half of Europe to abject serfdom, and 
asserted that in the Far East the same forces of conquest are menacing the safety 
of all nations that border upon the Pacific. Secretary Knox contended that in the 
Atlantic there is the necessity of extreme measures of self defense, and, in connec- 
tion with the Far East, he said the United States has been long suffering and 
patient toward Japan and that “the hour of decision is here” with regard to that 
country. Prior to Armistice Day, Winston Churchill announced that if war come 
in the Pacific, Britain would declare war against Japan “within the hour,” a quicker 
action than previously predicted by Secretary Knox, who threatened war upon the 
Far Eastern Empire within twenty-four hours unless it abandoned its policy of 
aggression. 

Equally bellicose statements have come from official spokesmen and the in- 
spired Press of Japan and German propagandists have been contributing comments 
- designed to arouse Japanese pride, so that there will be immediate implementation 
of the Triple Alliance Treaty. But softening the Japanese attitude has been the revel- 
ation by Tokyo of a secret verbal proviso to the Treaty, under which Germany ex- 
plicitly agreed that nothing in the Pact would obligate Japan to go to war except 
by her own decision. This revelation indicates why Japan has refused to interpret 
the Greer, Kearny and Reuben James incidents as an attack upon the Axis Powers, 
and, consequently, an obligation to enter the war. Doubtless it was to develop a clear 
case of American aggression against the Axis that Hitler, in his Munich address, 
announced that while all merchant ships carrying supplies to his enemies would be 
destroyed, German warships would shoot at American warships only when fired 
upon by them. This was the Fuehrer’s reply to President Roosevelt’s orders to the 
Navy to shoot Axis raiders and submarines on sight. Berlin holds the declarations 
of the two rulers recognize that.the orders issued by them are tantamount to a 
Naval shooting war. Such recognition has not been given as yet by Japan. There 
is applause from Berlin for Tokyo’s protests against the sinking of Japanese mer- 
chantmen by Russian mines, which are loose in the sea of Japan, The refusal of 
Finland to comply with the request of the United States to stop fighting Russia has 
been glorified by German propagandists, and the refusal is interpreted as another 
blow to Anglo-American diplomacy. Japan fully understands, however, that the 
United States, in seeking to detach Finland from the Axis, is concerned for Russian 
sovereignty in the Far Hast, as well as in Europe. That is to say if Japan should 
attack Russia this Government, in cooperation with England, would act in behalf 
of the Soviet Union. Concerning Japan also is the prospect that President Roosevelt 
and Dictator Stalin are planning to hold an early conference. A suggestion to this 
effect made by the President in a message to the Soviet leader on the anniversary 
of the October Revolution, was accepted in a reply. The likelihood that the two 
Rulers would reach an agreement, which would call for active encirclement of Japan, 
naturally is causing deep concern in Tokyo. 

Secretary Knox's statement that the hour of decision is near with respect to 
Japan followed the President’s announcement regarding the withdrawal of all naval 
forces, including Marines, from China, Flying to Washington is another Japanese en- 
voy, Saburo Kurusu, equipped with proposals designed to adjust, at least temporarily, 
the difficulties between the two countries. Washington professes ignorance of these 
proposals, It is known that Admiral Nomura, the Japanese Ambassador, came to the 
United States determined to restore the old-time friendly relations, and that he had 
a pledge from the Konoye Ministry that so long as he was here, there would not be 
war. It is known further the Ambassador is firmly of the belief that a war between 
the two countries would seriously weaken both, and that through his influence he 
has curbed the hotheads of the Empire. It appears also, that at the instance of the 
Emperor, Prime Minister Konoye sent a letter to President Roosevelt suggesting a 
eonference off the Pacific Coast of the United States. The invitation was declined, 
because in the exploratory conversations between Admiral Nomura and the State 
Department, the Japanese Government would not make the concessions as to China 
which the State Department required. Informed of the President’s attitude, the 
Konoye Ministry resigned, and the military Government presided over by the con- 
servative General Tojo, succeeded to power. General Tojo has called the Japanese 
Diet to meet in Tokyo today, and in anticipation of its demand for a statement re- 
garding relations with the United States, he sent Mr. Kurusu to Washington with 
the proposals which are described as final. It is inferred the proposals will not be 
satisfactory, hence the emphatic statements made by our own officials as well as by 
Mr. Churchill. It is hoped the statements will show Japan that the western Powers 
are fixed in their determination to compel her to cease all aggression in the Far Hast. 


There was another reason for the grim declarations which have been made, and 
which, it may be added, have been endorsed by Republicans as well as Democratic 
leaders in Congress. Chairman Connally, Chairman of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee insists the President wants peace in the Far East, based, however, upon 
decent treatment for the invaded, harrassed and crushed people of China, and evacua- 
tion of the ports of that country by Japanese troops. Senator Taft conceded the 
President may be right in his policy, which, among other things, would require Japan 
not to attack Vladivostok. A few Isolationists argue that Britain and China would 
like to engage us in war with Japan, so that we would become involved more actively 
in Europe. These several statements by Congressmen were interesting, because back 
of them were maneuvers designed to influence the House in its vote on the Senate 
amendment to the Neutrality Act under which American merchantmen may carry 
supplies to England, Russia and China, The House adopted the amendment, though 
by a narrow margin, and the President now legally is free to route our armed Mer- 
chant Marine directly to destination, and to use our warships for convoy purposes. 

Thére is no doubt that affecting the attitude of Japan, as well as other so-called 
neutrals, is the superb defense Russia has made against the German blitzkrieg, and 
the determination of Stalin to continue the war; the further British naval victories 
in the Mediterranean, and the Churchill indication that Britain’s strength in the 
Pacific, due to new construction, and, of course, American assistance in the At- 





lantic, enables his Government to look with confidence on war with Japan. Hitler 
himself, in his Munich speech, was forced to admit that his previous promise to the 
German people that the last great battle was being fought, was incorrect, ang he 
could pledge only further victories. Propagandist Goebbels deemed it necessary ty 
warn the German people that “if we win all is won, .. . if we lose, our whole 
national existence would be lost.” Thus from the mouths of her own officials, no 
longer is Germany sure of victory. This doubt necessarily is influencing the Attitudes 





of Japan and the European nations inclined to the Axis. 


Decentralize Army Branches—The War Department, it is rumored, is studying Dlang 
whereby all branch chiefs, now located in the War Department, would be moved 
into the field thus establishing closer coordination between the branch chiefs and 
the field units. Although rumors to this effect have been circulated at the War De 
partment for the past month, they have, according to officers, been given further 
impetus by the movement of many of the branch chiefs from the War Departments 
central building to various temporary buildings about Washington. 

According to officers, the movement of the offices of the branch chiefs to the 
temporary buildings is a test to determine whether adequate liaison between those 
officers and the War Department can be maintained. If it is proven that liaison can 
be maintained, officials feel that the War Department will later order all the braneh 
chiefs and their offices into the field, giving them a status similar to that of the 
Armored Force. It is further reported that the branch chiefs will move to the Station 
at which the branch school is located. If such a move is carried out, the brane 
chiefs probably would be located as follows: Field Artillery, Ft. Sill, Okla.: Coast 
Artillery, Ft. Monroe, Va.; Infantry, Ft. Benning, Ga.; ete. 

Officers pointed out that the chief of branches are charged chiefly with super. 
vision of training of troops of their individual branches and that their Station ip 
Washington is more or less concerned with liaison between the War Department and 
the branch schools and research centers. Closer co-ordination of the training of troops 
at the schools and the replacement training centers could be maintained, many be 
lieve, should the branch chiefs be moved closer to the hub of the training activities,

The total for that entire fiscal year 
The report said that since September 1939 production of explosives has been 
quadrupled, production of torpedoes has been doubled and production of newest 
design anti-aircraft guns is increasing rapidly. Armor making capacity has been 
more than doubled, production of larger guns, fire control equipment, and other 
ordnance materiel is also rapidly increasing. The report added that three new 
Ordnance plants owned by the Navy have been completed and put into production 
recently at Louisville, Ky., Canton, O., and Centerline, Mich. Others are nearing 
completion at Macon, Ga., and Indianapolis, Ind. Two others are already operating 
at Charleston, W. Va., and all previously-existent Ordnance plants are operating at 
full capacity and their capacities have been enlarged.

Bureau of Ships—Rear Adm. Harry E. Yarnell, USN-Ret., and Comdr. Thomas P. 
Wynkoop, jr., USN, who visited northeast shipbuilding yards last week on an in- 
spection trip, reported this week that they are “most encouraged” by the enthusiastie 
reception the Bureau of Ship incentive plan is receiving in shipyards. They said 
that the incentive plan, which is designed to stimulate competitive spirit among ship 
yards and shipworkers and which rewards outstanding achievements, would help 
put the shipbuilding program far ahead of schedule. 

Prize-winning shipyards will have the privilege of flying a specially designed 
Bureau of Ships pennant, and each worker in the prize-winning yard will be given & 
special insignia to wear on his lapei. 

It is planned eventually to have representatives of the Boards of Awards of the 
Bureau of Ships visit each of the 147 shipyards and 325,000 competitive shipworkers 
throughout the country. In addition to Admiral Yarnell and Commander Wynkoop, 
other members of the Board of Awards are Rear Adm.

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Air Forees—The Navy’s counterpart of the Army’s B-19 bomber, designated 
as the Martin XPB2M-1 long-range patrol bomber, was launched at the Middle River 
plant of the Glenn L. Martin Company last Saturday. Al- 
though the launching and ceremonies was strictly a Navy 
affair, there is one thing that is of interest to all flyers— 
that is the plane itself. The plane from all appearances looks 
like a conventional high-wing monoplane with four engines on 
the leading edge of the wings in normal] alignment. How- 
ever the tail assembly, tacked onto the top side of the rear 
fuselage is different. 

Perhaps the most radical difference in this new plane 
and the conventional models is that the stabilizer is set at 
a steep V-shaped angle and that the rudder-fins, instead of 
teing vertical are toed-in and if extended would form an inverted V. The entire 
tail assemibly is set a few feet foreward of the rear gunner’s turret and appears to 
te very fragile. But the design has been tried, and has been highly successful. In this 
mique tail assembly design, the horizontal surfaces have been raised above the 
tarbulent air of the propellers and high out of the water. The toed-in rudder-fins 

des greater efficiency with less surface area, In all, the rear fuselage is much 
gorter in proportion than are fuselages on conventional planes—thus it is expected 
that the speed of the craft wiil be materially increased. In shortening the tail, fric- 
tion has been reduced and greater all-around efficiency will be provided according 
to the experts. 

Officials in the Office of the Chief of Air Corps are awaiting late recommenda- 
tions preparatory to compiling the “master” eligibility sheets for the promotion of 
enlisted men to master and technical sergeant, Air Corps. Officials stated that some 
5 percent of the recommendations from the field—principally foreign possessions— 
have not been received but are expected momentarily. It is expected that as soon as 
the “master” sheets are compiled, a canvass of the number of existing vacancies in 
the two highest enlisted grades will be immediately made and promotions announced 
accordingly. 

The first six negro aviators to learn flying under Army supervision have finished 
their primary phase of instruction at the Air Corps Training Detachment at Tuskegee, 
Ala., and are preparing to enter basic flying school and the second 10 weeks of their 
cadet program under the jurisdiction of the Southeast Air Corps Training Center. 
Negro cadet graduates will be commissioned second lieutenants in the Air Corps 
Reserve and will constitute the 88th Pursuit Squadron which wili also be based at 
Tuskegee. 

The transfer of bombardier training facilities from Barksdale Field, La., to 
Army Air Corps schools in the Gulf Coast and West Coast Air Corps Training where 
weather conditions are generally more favorable for such instruction was announmed 
last week by the War Department. The decision to shift the bombardier training 
because of low ceiling and prevailing rainy weather at present locations also will 
affect bombardier training activities at Valdosta, Ga., and Ellington Field, Tex. 

High ceilings and good weather conditions for the maximum possible number 
of days a year are necessities for the proper accomplishment of bambardier training. 
In announcing the change in stations, Air Corps officials took occasion to praise the 
personnel at the schools for the high standard of instruction maintained. 

Barksdale Field will be turned over to the Commanding General of the Air 
Force Combat Command, who will designate it as an Air Force Base to replace 
Albuquerque, N. M., which is also to become one of the new stations for the train- 
ing of bombardiers. Bombardier training also will be designated for Higley, Ariz., 
Roswell, N. M., in addition to Midland, Tex. and Victorville, Calif., where bombardier 
training originally had been planned. All four of these schools are under construction. 

Twin-engine advanced flying instruction heretofore given at Barksdale Field will 
be distributed among other twin-engine schools in the Southeast and Gulf Coast Air 
Corps Training Centers. Ellington Field, Valdosta, Columbus, Miss.; and Kelly Field, 
Tex., will handle the twin-engine instruction previously given at Barksdale Field. 

Defying autumn mists and treacherous weather, Royal Air Force swoops have 
destroyed 71 ships along the French and Norwegian coast during the month of 
October, bringing the total of ships sunk in all areas in the last six months to 533, 
the British Press Service has announced. 

Forced to use sea routes from France and Norway to relieve traffic on the snarled 
land lines to their troops in Russia, Germany has exposed her shipping to intensive 
4ssaults in the last few months. More than 322 vessels have been sunk on these routes 
in October alone. The attack on enemy shipping has extended from the tip of Norway 
to the middle East sector. Naval authorities in Alexandria report that British ships 
and bombers have sunk 86 Axis vessels totaling 339,000 tons and severely damaged 
another 61 ships totaling 267,000 tons in the last three months. 

The British Press Service added that enemy bases in the Middle East continue 
tobe the main targets for British bombers. The ports of Benghazi and Tripoli re- 
tived 21 and 13 visits respectively during the last month. Intensified efforts have 
been made against the Italian strongholds of the Germans who have suffered heavily 
in concerted attacks on Naples. 

Air phases of the Army maneuvers in the Carolinas in which numerous types 
of pursuit and bombardment aircraft of two Air Support Commands will operate 
as integral parts of the First Army and the IV Army Corps, opened at noon yesterday. 
Maneuvers of mechanized and motorized ground units have been under way for some 
Weeks in North and South Carolina, but yesterday marked the first action by air 
wits organized for basic support functions in a simulated war effort which is 
designed to test the latest strategic and tactical phases. 

Modern tactical aircraft, including interceptors, fighters, dive bombers, light and 
Médium bombardment, reconnaissance and observation planes will be brought to- 
tether so that a severe test can be provided for the participating air units. 

Among the most vital divisions of the Army Air Force is the newly organized 

t Service Command, formed recently near Dayton, Ohio. This new command, which 
Meceeds the Maintenance Command, is to the Army Air Forces what the Quarter- 
master Corps is to the regular Army—a house-keeping agency, and, the command has 

given a broad scope of operation to include any Army plane servicing, main- 
hee or repair work. 

Under the Air Service Command, headed by Brig. Gen. Henry J. F. Miller, who 
4s the commander of the Air Maintenance Command until it was superceded by the 
new Organization, any type of ship from the largest bomber to the smallest plane will 

Serviced—a great step foreward from the Maintenance Command which serviced 
combat planes only. Under the general program for carrying out this task, seven 
tivisions, Similar to the Air Force divisions, have been set up in the United States

The Headquarters and Headquarters Squadron of the 78rd Ob- 
servation Group will be transferred from Harrisburg, Pa., to Godman Field, Ky., 
as soon as facilities are available there. The Headquarters and Headquarters Squadron 
of the 2nd Air Force Service command will move from Portland, Ore., to Ft. George 
Wright, Wash., upon completion of construction at Ft. Wright. 


Infantry—A new training film, based on FM 21-5, dealing with methods of instrue- 
tion, has been, completed at the Hal Roach Studios, Hollywood, Calif., and will be 
distributed to the field sometime in December. The new film, directed by Mr. Hal 
Roach, jr., has been reviewed by the Office of the Chief of Infantry and has been 
returned to Hollywood for final printing. Its subject is basic and applicable to all 
arms and services. Maj. C. T. Lanham, of the Office of the Chief of Infantry, was 
technical advisor. He has resumed duty in the training section of the Office Chief 
of Infantry. 

Lt. Col. Onslow 8. Rolfe, Inf., has been designated as commanding officer of the 
87th Infantry Mountain battalion, which is to be activated shortly at Ft. Lewis, 
Wash. Colonel Rolfe, who has been Infantry instructor at the Field Artillery School, 
Ft. Sill, Okla., reported to the Office Chief of Infantry this week for a series of con- 
ferences, after which he will leave for Ft. Lewis to take command of the 87th 
battalion when it is activated. 


Coast Artillery Corps—Probably one of the least publicized but none-the-less most 
vital units at the Coast Artillery’s Barrage Balloon Training Center at Camp Davis, 
ja., is the trouble-shooting “break-away” crew. This crew, which is charged with the 
recovery of balloons that snap their cables and float off under the impetus of the 
wind, usually consists of 35 enlisted men under the command of commissioned officer. 

One of the outstanding examples of the crew’s work can be found in the re- 
covery of a fugitive balloon which recently snapped its cable during a heavy wind 
and was carried more than 70 miles away before it was finally recovered. As soon as 
the fugitive balloon was sighted, a crew under the command of Maj. Irving G. 
Frohman, was sent to recoyer it. The excursion into the forest in which the balloon 
landed lasted three days, but the 900 pound balloon was returned to Camp Davis, re- 
paired and again put into service. 

A coat of arms designed for the 94th Coast Artillery Anti-Aircraft Regiment 
has been approved by the War Department. The design consists of a shield with the 
regiments colors, red, silver and gold. The 94th Coast Artillery, a semi-mobile unit, 
was organized as a unit of the Regular Army at Camp Davis, N. C. in April, 1941, 

Orders were issued this week transferring the 205th Coast Artillery (AA), less 
elements at other stations, from Ft. Lewis, Wash., to Camp Haan, Calif., for a 
permanent change of station. The move is to be made at the earliest practicable date. 


Field Artillery—Self-propelled artillery, a newly devised system of transporting 
artillery by carrying rather than towing, received firing tests recently at Ft. Bragg, 
N. C., when Battery B, 27th Artillery, a part of the First Armored Division, visited the 
Ft. Bragg firing range. The 27th Field Artillery, designated as a “tank killer” unit, 
tested the new form of artillery for the Armored Forces, commanded by Maj. Gen, 
Jacob L. Devers. The new weapon consists of a 75mm gun mounted on a M-3 half- 
track vehicle. The gun is fired from its mount on the vehicle, thus bringing fire on 
enemy tanks in much shorter time than it takes to unlimber the gun from its tow 
and put it into firing position. 

After two days on the firing range, Battery B, commanded by Maj. T. E. DeShazo, 
executive officer of the 27th FA, returned to Rock Hill, 8. C., and joined the rest 
of the First Armored Division in participating in the First Army maneuvers. Self- 
propelled artillery received its tactical test in the late Louisiana maneuvers, where 
it proved to be very successful against enemy tank forces. 

A transfer involving two Field Artillery units will be effected when two battalions 
exchange names and change their assignments. The 2nd Battalion of the 47th Field 
Artillery Regiment will be redesignated as the 44th Field Artillery Battalion, and will 
be assigned as a separate Field Artillery unit to the 4th Motorized Division. The 
present 44th Field Artillery Battalion, now a part of the 4th Motorized Division, will 
take the name of the 2nd Battalion, 47th Field Artillery Regiment and will remain at 
Ft. Benning, Ga., where it will be assigned to school troops with the Infantry School, 


Adjutant General’s Department—The tenth session of The Adjutant General's 
School opened 3 Nov., with an enrollment of 224 officers and enlisted men. It will 
continue to Saturday, 20 Dec. The school is located in Arlington, Va., adjacent to 
the War Department building now under construction. 

Officers recently assigned to the staff and faculty include: Lt. Col, Frank M. 
Smith, Director of Instruction; Maj. C. F. Hamilton, instructor in classification ; 
Maj. Carl E. Nesbitt, Capt. Ernest L. Clough, and Capt. Edward F. Nalley, members 
of the faculty; Lt. John D. Weller, member of the editoria] staff; and Capt. Roy 
W. Smith, school staff. 

Two hundred officers will take courses as follows: General Administration: 138, 
including 20 unassigned; Classification: 50; Machine Records: 12. Twenty-four en- 
listed students will study machine records procedures. In addition, a few enlisted 
men on duty at G.H.Q. will receive instruction in selected subjects. 

The program of instruction consists of seven phases: orientation, personnel 
management, company management, regimental administration (records), regimental] 
business management, personnel management in higher echelons. The seventh phase 
is a command post exercise in which an infantry triangular division headquarters and 
three infantry regimental headquarters are organized and operate in garrison and 
in the fieid. 
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Quartermaster Corps—Col. Eugene Santschi, Inf., has been appointed chief of the 
newly created Defense Aid Division, Office of the Quartermaster General. Formerly 
a part of the Planning and Control Division, the new division is charged with the 
coordination of Quartermaster Corps activities in expediting defense production. A 
major part of the division’s duties is concerned with lend-lease activities. 

Colonel Santschi, who comes to his new position from duty as commander of 
the 1st Infantry, Ft. Leonard Wood, Mo., was also at one time Chief of Staff, 
Hawaiian Division. 

It would seem that the suggestion of Representative Magnuson of Wash., that 
the Navy might be able to use dogs to guard navy yards and naval plants has come 
sometime after Carl Spitz, Hollywood dog trainer, began training dogs for night 
police work at Quartermaster depots and ports of embarkation. Spitz began in July 
to train three dogs for use by the Army. Spitz did this at a suggestion from Col. 
Russel] A. Osmun, Chief of the Public Relations Branch, General Service Division, 
Office of the Quartermaster General, who explained to the famous trainer that there 
was no money available for this type of work at the present time. Spitz, therefore, 
is training the dogs at his own expense. 

The three dogs, a Shepherd and two Dobermanns, will be delivered next week to 
Col. O. W. Humphries at the Presidio of San Francisco, Calif. Whereas nightwatchmen 
must carry a light and cannot move noiselessly, the dogs are trained to move silently 
and in darkness, and are able to sense the presence of a prowler long before the 
human ear can detect him. 

Speaking this week at the National Defense Day Banquet of the Society of 
Automotive Engineers, at Cleveland, Ohio, Maj. Gen. B. B. Gregory, Quartermaster 
General, said this week that “motor truck transportation has been conspicuous in 
two recent theatres of operation.” He told the engineers of the important use of truck 
transportation by the British in the Near East and North Africa and by the Chinese 
along the Burma Road. “The experiences of these countries and own experiences 
in the recent maneuvers have brought out two important lessons,” said General 
Gregory. He said that these two lessons are that, “motor truck transportation can 
definitely be counted on to carry the lion’s share of the burden of supply, particularly 
in areas where other forms of transportation are not developed and (2) they have 
demonstrated that the biggest problem in motor transport is the repair of vehicles 
and the maintenance of an adequate supply of spare parts.” 

General Gregory said further that, “It is axiomatic that the first step in the 
maintenance of an adequate supply of spare parts is to reduce the kinds of parts 
carried in stock to a minimum. He told the automotive engineers that the most im- 
portant mechanical problem of motor truck transportation is standardization. 

For the 1,500,000 men in the Army, the Quartermaster Corps has purchased 
1,500,000 pounds of turkey for Thanksgiving dinners. Purchase of the turkeys was 
directed through the Chicago, Ill., Quartermaster Market Center, central buying 
agency for Army purchases of poultry and poultry products. 

The Quartermaster Corps has awarded contracts for 1,777,000 pairs of wool 
serge trousers, at a total cost of $1,224,622.68. The trouser awards went to 44 concerns 
located in 21 states. Average cost of the trousers is 68.99 cents. 

Other contract awards announced this week include 443,250 pairs of low quarter 
shoes, 525,000 pairs of service shoes, 2,001,600 pairs of shoe laces, and 11,216 lasts 
for oxford shoes. 

The War Department has announced that the Construction Division, Office of 
the Quartermaster General, has awarded contracts for construction of 167 USO 
recreational buildings. The figure includes 107 buildings previously announced, and 
60 more for which contracts have been recently awarded. 

A total of 216 recreational buildings will be built. Work on 135 of these buildings 
has already begun, with completion date for the majority of them scheduled for 
15 Dee. 1941. 


Corps of Engineers—In an address delivered before the National Rivers and Har- 
bors Congress, meeting in Miami, Fla., Maj. Gen. Eugene Reybold, Chief of Engi- 
neers, this week outlined the important role water transportation is playing in the 
national defense picture. He said that, “we are pitting our ability to produce against 
the German ability to produce and in doing that, we are, in effect, pitting our trans- 
portation system against that of Germany.” 

General Reybold explained that many of the materials which industry requires, 
“are the very materials which lend themselves to transportation by water.” He cited 
ores, oil, coal, and grain as being especially adapted to water transportation. Em- 
ploying the Ohio River as an example, General Reybold pointed out that traffic on 
that river has increased 60 per cent over the normal peacetime figure, and said that 
all waterways show an increase in traffic as a result of national defense production. 

He also told the River and Harbors Congress that much defense production has 
been insured as a result of flood protection programs and hydroelectric power de- 
velopments. 

Company A of the newly authorized 809th Engineer Aviation, Battalion will be 
organized today, 15 Nov., at Westover Field, Mass., with an authorized strength of 
4 officers and 160 enlisted men. Twenty enlisted men of the 803rd Engineer Battalion 
now on detached service, Atlantic Bases, will be assigned to Company A, while addi- 
tional personnel for Company A will come from the 42nd Engineer Regiment. 


Ordnance Department—Following closely an announcement by President Roosevelt 
that the production of tanks would be greatly increased was a statement by the 
War Department late last week that a supplemental contract has been negotiated 
with the Chrysler Corporation of Detrcit, Mich., to increase the Detroit Tank Arsenal 
to the extent of an estimated cost of $18,875,000. This additional contract brings the 
total estimated cost of the plant to $38,875,000. Thus, facilities will be provided for 
doubling the production at the plant. The supplemental agreement provides for the 
construction of necessary buildings, the purchase of jigs, dies, tools, fixtures, ma- 
terials, and equipment. 

Maj. Gen. C. M. Wesson, Chief of Ordnance, in a report to Under Secretary of 
War Robert P. Patterson, said this week that Ordnance Department commitments 
during October totaled $1,355,642,753, an average of $43,730,411 per day. These 
figures represent the largest amount of orders which have been placed during any 
month in the present emergency.

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Supplies for Russia 
BY STRATEGICUS 


HOULD Moscow fall this Autumn, and 

its capture by the Axis must now be 
reckoned with as a probablity, the year 
1942 will be a critical one in the history of 
Russia. The Soviet will either survive or 
be destroyed, depending on the ability of 
Great Britain and America to replace the 
immense Russian losses of war materiel 
and industrial plants. The lack of military 
equipment cannot help but be large, even 
if Moscow should be defended success- 
fully. It will be enormous should the Ger- 
man army occupy the Kremlin, and then 
pressing eastward, reach the Volga. In 
the latter eventuality America and Brit- 
ain must deliver the full equipment of 
from fifty to seventy-five divisions if Rus- 
sia is to be restored by spring to a condi- 
tion which will give her a fair chance to 
withstand the then inevitably renewed on- 
slaught of the German armies. The re- 
placement of tanks and airplanes from 
abroad will have to be on a still more gen- 
erous scale than that of other types of war 
materiel, inasmuch as the loss of Moscow 
and other industrial areas will deprive 
Russia of a full 90% of its manufacturing 
capacity for these two types of weapons. 

Quantity is the keynote of this problem 
of supplies for Russia. No amount of good 
will, no mere half dozen token shipments, 
will suffice to place the Russian armies in 
a position to withstand the Axis. Ship- 
ments made merely for the purpose of 
stiffening Russian morale appear scarcely 
to the point. Russian morale needs no 
stiffening. The Red armies in the past 
four months have shown themselves well 
able to withstand defeats as severe as 
those which any armies in all history have 
had to endure. In this supreme crisis 
Russia desires no mere pat on the back. 
She is in urgent need of war materiel en 
masse, and she requires this material not 
next Summer but now. Supplies delivered 
to Russia next Summer will come too late 
to avert the crisis, inasmuch as the turn- 
ing point of the whole war will come either 
in May or June. On the other hand, a mere 
driblet of supplies delivered this winter 
will serve in the end but to enhance the 
prospective booty of the German armies. 
Let us remember the fate of our supplies 
to France. What a wealth of American 
war materiel fell undamaged into the 
hands of the German army, without ever 
being put to use for a moment in the cause 
of Democracy. 

Is it possible to ship adequate amounts 
of materiel to Russia in these next six 
critical months? Are there actually routes 
available by which adequate supplies can 
be delivered to the Soviet? Is this admit- 
tedly difficult problem possible of solution 
or would it be wiser in the national in- 
terest to retain these supplies for our- 
selves? This article will confine itself to 
an analysis of the available routes by 
which Anglo-American supplies can be 
sent to Russia. It will not seek to answer 
the question whether the factories of En- 
gland and America can turn out sufficient 
war materiel in the next six months to 
relieve Russia’s critical deficiency in 
equipment. The matter of our production 
capacity is very rightly a secret of the 
governmental agencies concerned. The 
question of the available routes on the 
other hand is not a state secret. An atlas 
and an economic year book are all that 
are necessary to permit any intelligent 
layman to judge the practical possibilities 
of sending Anglo-American supplies to the 
Russian armies. 

There are only three possible routes of 
supply now available for shipments from 
Britain and America to Russia. These 
have been so frequently mentioned in our 
press that they have become well known 
to the American public. They are the 
Vladivostok, the Archangel and _ the 
Persian Gulf routes. In addition, it might 
be possible to send small shipments of 
valuable non-bulky supplies by caravan 
from British India to Soviet Central Asia. 
Such a new “Burma Road,” however, 
could not play a significant role in such 
a vast supply problem as is that of the 
reequipment of the Red armies. Vladivos- 
tok, Archangel, and Persia! On Brit- 
ain’s and America’s ability to supply Rus- 
sia by one or a combination of several of 
these routes depends the fate of the Soviet 
armies. 





First, let it be said that there is no yp, 
duly difficult problem confronting ug in 
delivering airplanes to Russia, once thege 
airplanes leave the factory. American air. 
planes can be flown via Alaska to 
Soviet airfields in Eastern Siberia ang 
thence from airfield to airfield acrogg 
Siberia to the battle front in Contrg 
Russia. British airplanes can likewise be 
flown either from India across Afghanis. 
tan and Persia to Russian central 
or from the British Near Eastern Empire 
by a whole series of established air routes 
to the Volga or Moscow fronts. The magg 
delivery of airplanes by our factories to 
together with speedy and energetic action 
is establishing the supply points along the 
selected air routes are the sole actions 
necessary on our part to relieve the exigt. 
ing Russian air crisis. 

Far more difficult of solution ig the 
problem of shipping materiel for the Rug. 
sian ground armies in sufficiently large 
quantities and in time to influence the 
military situation. 

No matter which of the three routes jg 
chosen, the delivery of supplies to Russig 
will require ships and yet more ships 
Thus the shortage of ships is the first 
hurdle which Britain and America must 
overcome. Undoubtedly the Archa 
route, as the shortest from both England 
and America, would prove also the most 
economical. For America the Vladivostok 
route would be only slightly more burdep. 
some than that via Archangel, but for 
England the tonnage requirements ip 
volved in the use of the latter route 
would be excessive. London is a long 
way from Vladivostok. The Persian 
Gulf route would devour English and 
American tonnage about equally as the 
voyage there to from both London or New 
York is long and Persian Gulf ports are 
poor. Still, the problem of finding the 
shipping, no matter which route is used, 
is not unsolvable. If there is the will, 
ships can be spared from other routes even 
if in so doing, the English and American 
publics are forced to tighten their belts, 

The true difficulties of the supply prob- 
lem only reveal themselves when the ships 
carrying war material reach their des 
tinations. Between the debarkation ports 
and the Russian armies in the field liea 
series of barriers, which will tax the ip 
genuity of our transportation experts to 
the utmost. 

The Pacific-Trans-Siberian _ railroad 
route appears from a pure transporta 
tion viewpoint as by far the most promis 
ing reute of the three. This route is e- 
tirely shielded by geographic distance 
from any interference by either the Ger- 
man army, navy, or air force. It is also 
a poven and long established supply line 
over which in the past a very large ton 
nage has been transported both in peace 
and in war. During the World War tt 
was the primary route over which Allied 
supplies reached Russia. In recent years 
the Trans-Siberian railroad has been 
double tracked for most of its length and 
improved in general efficiency. There is 
reason to believe that Germany [rant 
ported over the Trans-Siberian in the 
twelve months preceding the outbreak of 
the Soviet-German war, about 600,00 
tons of raw material which she had pur 
chased in East Asia. If Russia could allot 
such a tonnage on the Trans-Siberian rail- 
road to Germany, it can be taken for 
granted that she can transport vastly 
more material on her own account. In fatt, 
every factor except one favors the use of 
the Vladivostok route for American SUP 
plies. This unfavorable factor is a dp 
lomatic one. It is the present attitude of 
Japan. 

In case of a Japanese attack on Russia, 
the Trans-Siberian route would instantly 
lose its importance. For most of its lengtt 
in Eastern Siberia, the main line lies # 
close to the Japanese frontier that : 
would be scarcely possible for the Rat 
sians to defend the railroad throughot! 
its entire length. In one or another sec 
tor, the Japanese army could surely for 
its way to the railroad, and a preak 0 
the line at any point would destroy th 
whole value of the Vladivostok supply 
route. Thus, in view of the uncertain! 
regarding Japan’s position, there 
drawbacks as well as advantages to ont 
use of this Pacific back door route to Ru* 
sia.

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Supplies for Russia 
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Supplies destined for Russia must travel 
from the Persian Gulf to the Caspian Sea 
or to the railroads of the Russian Cau- 
casus by way of the Trans-Persian rail- 
road. This recently constructed railroad 
has now reached Persia’s capital, Teheran, 
but beyond Teheran, 80 miles of track to 
the Caspian Sea remain uncompleted. 
Thus, the Caspian Sea port of Bandar 
Shah, which was intended as the Caspian 
terminus of this railroad, has still no rail- 
road connection. Bandar Shah also is an 
almost fully undeveloped port, which 
lacks docks or warehouses. Months, if 
not years, must elapse before Bandar 
Shah could handle an appreciable amount 
of supplies. 

Tabriz, the largest city in northwestern 
Persia, has rail connections with the Rus- 
sian railroads of the Caucasus; but this 
city is 350 miles distant from the nearest 
point on the Trans-Persian railroad. 
Hence, supplies landed at the Persian 
Gulf must be brought through desert and 
mountainous regions either by motor 
truck or caravan over the 350 mile gap. 
Naturally, this motor or caravan haul will 
limit the quantity of supplies destined for 
Russia via the Caucasus: It is probable, 
indeed, that a certain quantity of war ma- 
teriel can reach the local Russian armies 
fighting on the Caucasus front by this 
route; but it is not likely that these sup- 
plies can improve the situation of the 
main Russian armies which will be fight- 
ing not in the Caucasus but near Moscow 
or along the Volga, a thousand miles away. 

Supply difficulties do not cease when 
American war materiel has reached Tab- 
riz or Bandar Shah. Both the railroad 
route from the Caucasus to Russia, and 
the sea route across the Caspian are al- 
ready falling within the shadows cast by 
the advancing German armies now stand- 
ing before Rostov-on-Don. This city is a 
bottleneck of railroad traffic, al] import- 
ant railroads from Russia to the Cauca- 
sus crossing the Don River at this point. 
Should Rostoy city be captured, the Cau- 
casus route for our supplies would at once 
become useless. There would then re- 
main for American or British supplies 
only the Caspian Sea route. 

Astrakhan, a city at the mouth of the 
Volga, is the most important northerly 
terminus of Caspian shipping. From here 
the bulk of the goods received from Baku 
or Persia is sent northward in Volga river 
boats, while a lesser amount is forwarded 
by rail to Saratov on the middle Volga. 
The German armies now advancing 
through the Donetz basin appear to be 
heading for Stalingrad, one of the lower 
Volga cities and thus threaten this route 
also. Should they reach their objective, 
all Volga river shipping would have to 
cease and the value of the port of Astra- 
khan as a reshipment point for our sup- 
plies would be reduced materially. Only 
rail shipments would then be possible. 

Russia is fortunate, however, in pos- 
sessing one Caspian port which seems un- 
likely for months to come to be menaced 
by the Axis. This is Gurev at the north- 
eastern extremity of the Caspian Sea. 
Though the city has only moderate port 
facilities, it is connected with the Ural 
industrial area by railroad and a petrole- 
um pipe line. Gurey would appear, there- 
fore, as a very valuable reshipment point, 
if despite all the inherent difficulties, it is 
still found necessary to use the Caspian 


The Archangel route has lately re- 
gived much attention in the American 
From a ship tonnage viewpoint, 
jts advantages are doubtless very con- 
siderable. Archangel is the nearest Rus- 
dan port to both England and America. 
(alike the Vladivostok route, however, 
the route is subject to interference from 
woth the German navy and air force all 
the way from the waters around Iceland 
to the White Sea itself. Archangel is, 
gs is well known, not an ice free port; 
ech year from November to April it is 
frozen over. No doubt strenuous efforts 
will be made this winter by Russia to keep 
the port open by means of its giant ice- 
breakers, but whether this effort is to be 
asuecess or a failure is uncertain. Ark- 
hangelsk has been neglected in recent 
years, Russian efforts having been concen- 
trated on developing the Arctic ocean port 
of Murmansk. This port had grown into 
aconsiderable one owing to its first class 
railroad connection with Leningrad. But 
this Murmansk route of supply is now en- 
tirely useless, as Finnish troops have oc- 
cupied the Leningrad railroad line be- 
tween Lakes Ladoga and Onega. 

The mere delivery of British and Ameri- 
cn war supplies at Archangel will not 
wlve completely the supply problem. Even 
should the port remain open all winter, 
the supplies landed at Archangel will 
have to reach the Russian armies in the 
feld before final delivery can be said to 
have been effected. Archangel is an 
isolated city of the Russian tundras bound 
to Russia proper by only two thin lines 
of communication. These lines are the 
Archangel - Vologda railroad and _ the 
Severnaya-Dvina river. In summer, Sev- 
emaya river shipping can transport a lim- 
ited amount of supplies and the port of 
Kotlas on its upper reaches is connected 
by a branch railroad line with Viatka 
(Kirov) on the main Russian railroad 
system, In winter, however, the route has 
to importance as the river is frozen over 
from November till April. 

The Vologda railroad is a far more 
useful route for bringing supplies from 
Archangel into Russia. Vologda, the 
Russian terminus of the Archangel rail- 
road isa large city and the center of many 
rilroad lines reaching out to Leningrad, 
Moscow and the Urals. However, Vologda 
snow threatened by the German army, 
which stands at Kalinin only 200 miles. 
Already, one reads of air bombardments at 
Vologda. Should this city be captured, the 
titire value of the Archangel supply 
line would vanish overnight. Thus the 
torthern supply route would seem to pos- 
se88 but a temporary importance. Ice and 
the proximity of the German armies for- 
bid any long term confidence in the ability 
{this route to furnish Russia the supplies 
the needs and must receive, if she is not 
to perish. 

The third possible route of supply, that 
by way of the Persian Gulf and then via 
the Caspian Sea or the Caucasian rail- 
toads, is undoubtedly the most discussed 
tut also the most problematical of the 
three routes. The tonnage problem in- 
volved by the use of this route has already 
been discussed and will not be further 
luched on here. However, the real diffi- 
tulties only commence when these supplies 
trelanded at the ports of the Persian Gulf. 
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Sea route for British and American war 
materiel. All in all a geographic consid- 
eration of this part of the world leads to 
the conviction that the above described 
Persian Gulf-Caspian Sea route can play 
no important role in this matter of Anglo- 
American deliveries until late in 1942 or 
perhaps even 1943. 

Indeed, a consideration of the route 
problem as a whole also forces the conclu- 
sion that the problem of delivering Amer- 
ican supplies to Russia involves the use 
of the port of Vladivostok and the Trans- 
Siberian railroad. If this route is not ex- 
ploited to the full by America and Russia 
jointly, then our aid will have to be limited 
to the delivery of airplanes plus such small 
token shipments as may be sent via Ark- 
hangelsk or the Persian Gulf, before 
these latter routes are shut off forever by 
the advance of the Axis armies. The non- 
use of Vladivostok carries with it a real 
danger of permitting Russia to be de- 
stroyed. It would seem, therefore, that 
Japan holds the key to Russia's survival 
or destruction. Japan can either close the 
route or permit us to use it, as suits her 
own interest. 

America and England are on the horns 
of a dilemma in this matter of using or 
not using Vladivostok. In essence this 
dilemma is: non-delivery of supplies for 
Russia or negotiations with Japan. Thus 
the problem is in reality a diplomatic 
problem, not a transportation problem at 
all. Either Japan will have to be appeased 
or bluffed. If neither bluff nor appease- 
ment is successful, then our assistance to 
Russia perforce will be limited to air- 
planes and pious good wishes. 

Anglo-America would naturally in this 
case like to have its cake and eat it too— 
use the Trans-Siberian and still maintain 
an attitude of aloofness towards Japan. 
The deferring of this vital decision, how- 
ever, is no longer possible. 

Time is pressing. Aid to Russia is vital 
if the Soviet armies are not to be de- 
stroyed, The Pacific Ocean and the Trans- 
Siberian railroad is the only feasible 
route by which we can deliver supplies to 
Russia. The keeping open of Trans-Si- 
berian railroad should be one of the pri- 
mary diplomatic objectives of the State 
Department. If our diplomats fail in their 
endeavors to keep Japan from shutting 
off this route of supply, then some day in 
the not too distant future, our people, like 
the English people before them, will have 
to listen to the now so-familiar cry of 
“too little and too late.”

munition, Depot and supply and adminis- 
tration were held, 

Finally in the Unit Training Center, the 
third component, the men completing the 
Replacement Center course augmented by 
those of the Ordnance School were 
brought together. Here they were formed 
into maintenance companies and equipped 
und trained to work as a team, 

‘Twenty-six companies have been acti- 
vated at the Ordnance Training Center 
and twenty-three have already gone into 
the field. Three are still awaiting hous- 
ing at their permanent station. 

Aviation ordnance has taken hundreds 
of men, each fully trained in this particu- 
lar fleld and commanders have been loud 
in their praise as to the calibre of the 
men sent them—all due to the thorough- 
ness of their instruction. 

It is axiomatic that neither recent nor 
antiquated but rather completely new 
training methods are being used at the 
center. Taking advantage of the unpre- 
cedented maneuvers of the past year, Gen- 
eral Hatcher and a selected group of 
competent observers have gone into the 





field, * alicia the pons cre of the 


various units and constantly adjusting 
the training to conform to present day 
requirements. They have lived, worked 
and eaten with the ordnance personnel in 
the field and know the problems at first 
hand. Schools of other branches are visit- 
ed, particularly those of the Armored 
Force. 

Another indication of training methods 
is the system set up in the Replacement 
Center under direction of a Director of 
Military Training. Company officers in 
addition to administration instruct only 
in the use of the pistol and infantry drill. 
All other subjects are given by specialists 
in their particular fields, whether it be 
artillery, small arms or any of the other 
phases of the Ordnance Department, 

Due to the constant mechanization of 
our field forces the Training Center has 
anticipated that additional training for 
specialists would be required by older 
units which have been in the field for 
some time, As a result arrangements have 
been made for the field forces to send both 
officers and enlisted specialists to the Ord- 
nance School for the additional training.

‘New RCA Microscope 

Officials at the RCA laboratories gy 
nounced this week the development of , 
new technique that permits heretofor, 
impossible microscopic examination of the 
grain structure of metals. Laboratory 
technicians at the RCA _ experimentg| 
plant are now able to obtain detail jy 
metal surfaces that is said to be at leas 
15 times finer than results with best mea} 
lographic microscope. 

Electron micrographs of heavy armor 
plate grain structures were displayed gt 
the recent National Metals Congress 
meeting in Philadelphia, Pa., when the 
value of the new RCA electron mie 
scope in national defense was illustrated 
The micrographs were produced by Dr. 
Robert I’. Mehl, director of the metals re 
search laboratory of Carnegie Institute 
of Technology, in collaboration with Dry. 
Vladimir K. Zworykin, associate director 
of the RCA laboratories. 

It has been explained that by using the 
new electron microscope it is possible to 
identify particles of only 50 atoms or six 
10-millionths of an inch apart.

Admiral Yarnell in his article which was 
entitled “Where the R.A.F. Failed” said 
that “evidence shows that as an all-round 
military tool the R.A.F. has been inef- 
fective.” 

“It’s work over the British Isles has 
saved England from defeat ; its work else- 
where has added up to the major British 
mistake of the war. I believe that the 
mistake lies in that fact that it is an in- 
dependent unit.” 

Admiral Yarnell then pointed out oc- 
casions where there appeared to be no 
liaison or co-operation between the RAF 
and the land or fleet force, whichever the 
case might be. He declared that the war 
has proved that an air force must be 
adapted to specialized fighting to the 
branch it is attached—if a fleet air arm, 
then the aireraft much be specially 
t.ained for sea-fighting ; if with the Army, 
then trained to fight as a unit of that 
army. 

“IT can speak with true authority only 
of the Navy, but I think it is indisputable 
that our fleet has the finest naval air force 
in the world. In any conceivable war we 
might be dragged into, it would be help 
ful beyond all reckoning. The British 
have, after a tragic series of mishaps, 
moved to restore naval aviation to the 
pavy, attempting to reach a degree of our 
own efliciency. When, then, should we 
ignore the bitter lessons learned by the 
British, and deliberately—aunder the guise 
of ‘progress’—put ourselves into the po 
sition they have to vacate.” 


Seeks Lower Soldier 
Phone Rates 

In a letter addressed last week to See 
retary of War Stimson, Richard J. Beam 
ish, commissioner, Pennsylvania Public 
Utility Commission, protested a decision 
of the Defense Communications Board 
which stated that the reduction of tele 
phone rates for soldiers during off-peak 
periods is not practicable at the present 
time. 

Commissioner Beamish, 
said that the Board had held a “star 
chamber session, and that no arguments 
and no evidence either technical or legal 
was permitted to be produced on behalf 
of those who made the complaint.” The 
proposal, which was placed before the 
Federal Communications Board, would 
reduce telephone rates both intrastate 
and interstate by 50 per cent for soldiers 
who called in off-peak periods, 

Concluding his letter of protest, Com 
missioner Beamish said, “Telephone 
communication from the camps at rates 
the men can afford to pay is a most im 
portant element in the morale of this 
new army of ours.” 


Launch USS Indiana 

The Navy Department announced this 
week that the battleship USS Indiana will 
he launched Friday, 21 Nov., at the yard 
of the Newport News Shipbuilding and 
Dry Dock Co., Newport News, Va. The 
USS Indiana is the third battleship to 
be launched this vear, the others being the 
USS South Dakota and the USS Massa 
chusetts. 

The USS Indiana, sistership of the USS 
South Dakota and the USS Massachu 
setts, has a standard displacement of 35, 
000 tons. The ship is GSO feet long, with 
a beam of 108 feet, 2 inches and a draft of 
34 feet. The designed speed is in excess of 
27 knots. 

Like the South Dakota and the Massa 
chusetts, the Indiana will be armed with 
a main battery of nine 16-inch guns 
mounted in three turrets. It will also be 
equipped with the latest type of anti-air 
craft and secondary broadside guns. 

Secretary of the Navy Knox has desig 
mited Mrs. Lewis C. Robbins, daughter 
of the Hon. Henry F. Schricker, Governor 
of Indiana, as sponsor for the vessel.

“They kept those troops in being 
the time when they should be called into Fed 
eral service, It is not to be wondered at if 


a part-time soldier did not keep up with all

know about. Now this man has turned over 
the command to a more specially equipped 
young officer. 

“The veteran is not being retired for un- 
fitness; he has done his job. He has pre- 
pared and held together for Uncle Sam a 
fighting unit now ready to be molded into 
a task force, When a football player is taken 
out of the game, making way for a substi 
tute after he has played a good part of the 
half, the crowd often gives him an appre 
ciative cheer. If your town has a captain, a 
major, a colonel, or officer of some other rank 
coming back home from the service, why not 
let him know you recognize a job well done?”

“Men In the Army are red-blooded, quick 
tempered, and in the habit of sticking to 
gether, They are strung to a high pitch of 
idealism, and the Army is a religion to them, 
just as sacred as the ritual of his church is 
to a preacher, Most of them, being in uniform 
and hence on their honor in the matter of 
behavior, would not be disorderly no matter 
what was said, But it is just as well to be 
on the safe side, 

“Declaring a ‘hot-spot’ off-bounds is often 
for the protection of the civilian Just as much 
as for the protection of the soldiery. We sug 
gest to those who are shrieking about liberty 
on this subject that they cool off, quit making 
a mountain out of a mole-hill, and use a little 
common sense,”

A show-down on Labor strikes during 


the National Emergency is imminent. 
Following the refusal of the National 


Defense Mediation Board by a nine to 
two vote to grant a closed shop in the 
Captive Mines, the CLO members of the 
Board resigned, and there is prospect 
that the remaining members will do so; 
the resident called a conference of CIO 
leaders and representatives of the steel 
companies, and the Army instituted a 
survey of the mines preliminary to their 
seizure, should the Commander-in-Chief 
so order. The threat of John L. Lewis 
that a strike would be the answer to the 
Board's decision renewed anti-labor agi- 
tution in Congress, and the President 
was informed by Speaker Rayburn that 
unless drastic action were taken to as- 
sure uninterrupted production, a number 
of members who have been supporting 
the foreign policy of the Administration 
would register their votes against it in 
the future, and that their first dis- 
pleasure would be visited upon the Sen- 
ate amendment repealing the ban upon 
American Merchantmen going directly 
to England, Russia and China, Also, 
there was insistent demand at the Capi- 
tol for legislation, which would take 
away from labor many of the gains it 
has received since Mr. Roosevelt became 


President. The thought in Congress is 
that a law should be enacted defining 


“legal” and “illegal” strikes, the former 
to cover only those voted in secret by a 
majority of all affected employes, and 
the latter to be punished by ihe with- 
drawal of relief from the strikers and 
the protection they enjoy under existing 
Labor statutes, There is a group also 
which is demanding that Labor Unions 
he forced to make annual statements of 
their receipts and disbursements, that is 
to say for them to present the facts re- 
garding their financial operations as 
corporations are required to do. 


Contributing to the growing anti-Labor 
sentiment is the formal call by the heads 
of the five operating Brotherhoods for a 
railroad strike to begin 7 Dee. The call 
was the result of the refusal of the Broth- 
erhoods to accept the wage advances 
from 714 per cent for the operating Broth- 
erhoods to 184% per cent for the non-oper- 
ating Unions, which was recommended by 
President Roosevelt's Fact Finding 
Board, The Unions are insisting upon a 
30 per cent increase in the base pay. Con- 
gress, too, was concerned over the dispute 
between the Navy and the AFL Building 
and Construction Trade Unions at San 
Diego. Because of the excellent manner 
in which this dispute was handled by Rear 
Admira}| Charles A. Blakely, Comman- 
dant, who went so far as to term the 
strike a revolt, which he threatened to 
suppress by Marines, the strikers re- 
turned to work on their acceptance of 
the Admiral’s offer that local labor could 
present its case for review to representa- 
tives of the Building and Construction 
Trade Department of the AFL, the OPM 
and the Navy. 

Besides these strikes, others have oc- 
curred or are impending throughout the 
country at plants building airplanes, 
tanks, ships, ete. Because some of the 
leaders, and this applies to the CIO, while 
giving lip service to National Defense, 
are regarded as defying the Government, 
it is held that the time has come for 
measures to assure not only continuance 
of work but increased production, The 
President, who admittedly is the best 
friend Union Labor has had for years, 
is deeply concerned over the recalcitrant 
uttitude of most of the leaders of the 
dominant organizations. However, with 
the growing sentiment in Congress for 
drastic action designed to promote pro- 
duction and prevent interference with 
his foreign policy, the belief prevails that 
if conciliation and mediation be spurned 
by the Unions, he will consent to legisla- 
tion which at least will control the inde- 
pendence and advantages Labor now en- 
joys. 

Entering into the Labor question are 
the questions of inflation and more taxes. 
The President has indicated he is not 








satisfied with the price bill reported by 
the House Banking and Currency Com- 
mittee. That bill does not permit any con- 
trol of wages, nor in fact of farm produce. 
It is estimated by the existing Price Con- 
trol Office that the bill, if enacted, would 
increase the cost of living further by 13 
to 15 per cent. As one means to curb in- 
flation, Secretary Morgenthau has pro- 
posed more taxes estimated to produce 
some $5 billions from the excess purchas- 
ing power of the people. Many citizens 
are inquiring as to the whereabouts of 
this excess purchasing power! The House 
Ways and Means Committee notified Mr. 
Morgenthau it had decided “temporarily 
to defer” his plan, thereby brushing it 
aside, as it did the Secretary’s suggestion 
of a few weeks ago that the Government 
should tax away all business profits in 
excess of six per cent. The President will 
discuss these proposals with the Chair- 
men of the Ways and Means Committee 
and the Senate Finance Committee. There 
is insistent talk of Social Security tax in- 
creases, and a payroll tax and stamp tax 
on all purchases to be invested in long 
term Government obligations and handed 
back to the taxpayers. That a new tax bill 
will be enacted at the coming session may 
he expected in view of the additional es- 
timates being prepared for Congress, 
which include approximately $5 billions 
for munitions. As the Army and Navy 
are now giving additional materiel to 
Britain, Russia and China from their 
own stocks, they must be replaced. Hence 
the proposed estimate and the new tax 
program,
